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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has amended claim 2 to incorporate 
features of allowed dependent claim 4, but has removed the limitation of the electronic control unit including means for arbitrarily 
preventing an automatic activation of the parking brake when the activation of the parking brake would otherwise occur based on the 
shutting off of the engine, wherein the means is arbitrarily triggerable by a user of the motor vehicle. Similarly, Applicant has amended 
claim 7 to incorporate features of allowed dependent claim 8, but has removed the limitation of the method comprising the act of 
preventing arbitrarily an automatic activation of the parking brake when the activation would otherwise occur based on the engine being 
shut off.
